Youor Comnutiee t0 gratified to note the general
eare takenm by our “ometics to avoid the trying & ter-
native of “ stmkes," at the same t'me socomplismng
the beneficinl results sourht for in smkes, Toe
interests of the trade and the we l-boing of the
members have been sgoured and promoted as
firmly und as high as those who hsve indulged
more frooly 1n strikes. Lot 1t not be understood,
however, uf{on.r Commiites, that 1t has any desien
to decry stnkes absoluwely and per ge, or for & mo-
ment forget they have no usefal purpose. It deories
